AN  AUCTION  SALE  50  YEARS  AGO 

What  a lot  of  fun  to  look  through  the  coin 
catalog  of  an  auction  sale  held  over  50  years 
ago!  The  sale  held  in  1875  lasted  five  days  and 
was  conducted  by  Messrs.  Bangs,  Merwin  & Co. 
in  Newr  York.  Edward  Cogan  was  the  catalog- 
uer. 

Many  of  the  foreign  and  anncient  coins  sold 
as  well  as  they  do  today  although  a very  fine 
9 y2  ounce  Roman  aes  did  sell  for  $9.  But  how 
would  you  like  to  buy  early  $10  gold  pieces  at 
$12  to  $16  uncirculated?  One  of  the  rarest  of 
these  was  an  extremely  fine  1798  over  97.  It 
sold  at  $16  and  at  a recent  auction  sale  one  not 
as  fine  brought  $127.  An  1815  half  eagle 
brought  $8  5.  Very  fine  and  uncirculated  early 
quarter  eagles  sold  from  $3  to  $5.  An  1804  dol- 
lar sold  for  $32  5 and  1792  Washington  coin  in 
gold  for  $500.  1799  cent  very  good  went  at 

$12.50.  Choice  originals  of  the  rare  half  cents 
sold  at  $6  to  $8.  Plenty  of  1652  Pine  Tree  coins 
at  less  than  $5  in  those  days.
